IN THE BALANCE. 
wan JUST AS PROBABLE AS PEACE, 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 
Loxpon, Feb. 20—6 a. m.—Prince Bis 
marck’s anxiously-expected speech gave little 
comfort to those who looked for any decided 
discouragement of Russia's claims. Prac. 
tically, he declared that there was 
NOTHING IN THE PRELIMINARY TERMS OF PEACE 
to cause much uneasiness to any European 
Power, and that, so far as Germany was con- 
cerned, there was absolutely no reason why 
she should interfere in any way. 
THE EFFECT OF THIS SPEBCH 
is very disappointing to the Government 
party here in England, for it is equivalent to 
a formal expression of the opinion that the 
British Ministry have made much ado about 
nothing ; besides, it 
ENCOURAGES RUSSIA 
to believe that Germany will remain per- 
fectly indifferent so long as her immediate 
safety is not threatened, and that, if Austria 
should declare war against Russia, Germany 
will not use her influence to assist either. 
PRINCE AUERSPERG'’S REMARKS 

in the Austrian Reichsrath were not very 
reassuring of peace, and an uneasy feeling 
at the prospect is again predominant here.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

THE TURKS BSCOMING MORE INDEPENDENT. 

Sr. Pererssura, Feb. 19.—The Agence Hu 
states that it is probable that the meeting of 
the Powers will take the form of a conference. 
The Turks are becoming more recalcitrant in re- 
gard to peace negotiations. The Agence says 
the Russians must approach nearer to Constan- 
tinople if the British fleet remains in the Sea of 
Marmora. The withdrawal of the fleet to Be- 
sika Bay, however, would solve the difficulty. 

ON THE LOOK-OUT. 

Lorpor, Feb. 19.—In addition to the vessels

The supposition that Russia might 
forcibly compel the other Powers to accept a 
settlement to which they objected seemed en- 
tirely out of the question. He denied that the 
Russians had pushed forward their troops un- 
der cloak of negotiations. 

He believed that all the Powers honorably 
desired to sena representatives speedily to the 
Conference. He energetically repudiated the 
idea of Germany engaging in war relative to the 
Eastern question. Nothing should induce him 
to hazard a rupture with any Power relative to 
questions in which Germany had no direct in- 
terest. No Government, at least neither of 
those principally interested, had proposed that 
Germany should enter upon any such course. 
The Chancellor’s speech was loudly cheered. 

AUSIrRIA. 
HER POLICY. 

VIA, Feb. 19.—Prince Auersperz, Presi- 
dent of the Austrian Council of Ministers, in 
reply to an interpollatiot in the Lower House 
of the Reichsrath to-day, said. The Govern- 
ment, on being informed of the prvliminaries of 
peace, frankiy stated its position regarding 
them, declaring it could not consider as binding 
any arrangement between the belligerents af- 
fecting the interests of this monarchy or the 
rights of the signitaries of the Treaty of Paris, 
as long as such arrangements were not agreed 
to by the Powers. At the same time, the 
Government took the initiative in the convoca- 
tion of 

A EUROPEAN CONFERENCE. 

The standpoint of the Government regarding 
the peace basis, and its proposal for the as- 
sembling of a conference, were accepted by all 
the Cabinets. Russia declared in favor of a 
Congress, pot Conference, and that it should 
not mectin the capital of any signatory State. 
Negotiations on this subject are approacaing 
a conclusion. We expect an early meeting of 
the Congress, consequently the Government is 
not in a position to make a detailed statement 
ofits views. It is bound, however, to declare

CONSONANT WITH THE INTERESTS OF THE MON-

“This reservation does not apply to the ame-

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 19.—It is understood 
that Server Pasha, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has promised to formally and publicly disavow 
the statements attributed to him that he par- 
ticularly accused Layard of encouraging Turkey 
to fight on by promises of English support. In 
default of such reparation, Mr. Layard will de- 
mand that the Porte dismiss Server.

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—A telegram from Semlin 
reports that M. Ristics, the Servian Prime Min- 
ister, has drawn up a memorandum to the Czar 
claiming the whole of Old Servia. The Servians 
are resol ved not to evacute the conquered terri- 
tory unless forcibly expelled. it is stated Rus- 
sia has decided to add the Pashalik of Nish to 
Bulgaria. A collision between Servia and Rus- 
sia is therefore probable. 

GREECE.

Great Sensation in Princeton College—A Big 
Scrape Finished Up with a Severe Gunshot 
Wound—Premature Graduation. 

Special Dispaich to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Feb. 20.—A Time special from 
Princeton says: “Considerable commotion 
was created here early this morning by an 
emeute among the students of Princeton Col- 
lege. The boys were at their old tricks of 
‘hazing’ again. Heretofore the higher 
classes have made the students of the 
lower classes their victims. In this case 
the Freshmen reversed the order of things by 
making an assault on two of the Sophomores. 
Several of the students lodge in what is known 
as ‘The Old Mansion House, on Nassau 
street. Among them are Atterbury, of 
Trenton, and Carter, of Mont Clair. Atter- 
bury began his academic year with the 
Freshmen, but, by close application, succeeded 
in anticipating a year, and, at the close of the 
half year, was advanced to the Sophomore ciass. 
This fact arcused first the envy and then the 
bitterness of his companions of the Fresh- 
man class, and they improved every 
possible opportunity to insult, annoy, 
and abuse him. One of his tormentors, said to 
be the son of a distinguished State dignitary, 
came to grief a few days ago. He pressed his 
way into Atterbury’s room, and Atterbury, hav- 
ing locked the door, laid a heavy rope around 
him with such vigor that he was compelled to 
ery for mercy. It is probable that the youth- 
ful scion organized and led the hazing expedi- 
tion of Monday night. The night had advanced 
into the small hours when a party of eight 
Frenchmen, all disguised by maska, 
broke into the apartment which Car- 
ter and Atterbury occupy. They 
produced a paper which they demanded 
the two Sophomores should sign, but, as it 
reflected discreditably upon the class of which 
they are members, Atterbury and Carter de- 
clined to comply. They were immediately 
gagged, thrown down, and bound with ropes, 
and the partv of Freshmen amused them- 
selves by clipping their hair so as to 
make their appearance as conspicuously 
absurd as passlile. The bound ond 
couple resisted as stoutly as their ropes would 
permit, but the masked intruders kept steadily 
at their work until they had finished. Then 
they _ piled furniture in the direst 

and left. The sophomores were 

soon after, and determined to 
frighten, not to punish, their assailants. To that 
end they ch their revolvers with blank 
cartridges and followed the retiring Freshmen 
into the street. Having overtaken them, the 
two fired, and the Freshmen returned the fire 
with loaded weapons. A ball struck 

Atterbury in the thigh a quarter of an 

inch from the main artery, and passed out on 

the other side of the leg. His wound was 
dressed by Dr. Wickoff. He is still suffering 

from its effects, but is not considered in a 

dangerous condition.

NOT ALTOGETHER SILVERY.

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 16—The silver 
question was not reached to-day.

A BILL TO SUBSTITUTE TREASURY NOTES FOR 
NATIONAL BANK BILLS. 


Wasnmorox, D. C., Feb, 19.—The following 
is the full text of the bill agreed upon by a vote 
of 7 against 2 this morning by the House Com- 


mittee on Banking and Currency: 
A BILL to retire circulating notes of National Banks 
and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That, as soon as may be prac- 
ticable alter the passage of this agt, the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall cause to be prepared an issue 
of Treasury notes — in amount to the circula- 
tion of the National Bank on the 
let * of February, 1 being the eum of 
$320, 647.690, which shall be used in redemption 
and retirement in the way hereinafter provided of 
the circulating notes of the National Banks, which 
Treasury notes shall be in the following form: 

„Washington. D. C., —. — Te United States 
of America are indebted to the bearer in the sam 
of —— dollars, and shall be signed by the Treas- 
nrer of the United States and countersigned by the 
Register of the Treasury, or their signatures be 
thereto engraved, and shall contain such devices 
and superscriptions as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall dir and the denominations of such 
notes and general similitude thereof shall conform 
as nearly as may be to those of the United States 
commonly known as legal-tender notes. They 
shall be receivable 1 — of all taxes, eus - 
toms, excises, debts, and demands of every .kind 
due to the United States, and of all claims and

THE SOUTHERN POLICY DISCUSSED FROM bn 
FERENT STANDPOINTS.

Wasnincron, D. C., Feb. 19.—There was 
another political day in the House. The eternal 
Louisiana question will not down. , The nom- 
inal test was the contested election case of Ack- 
len vs. Darrall from Louisiana; the real subject 
was the President’s pacification policy.

His speech 
was an indictment of the Southern policy, with- 
out the force, vigor, or audacity of the Chandler 
letters. It was, in brief, a presentation of hack- 
neyed facts in averycrude and ill-digested 
form. Had the House adjourned a: the end of 
Gibson’s speech which followed, the unanimous 
verdict would have been that Gibson had carried 
the fleid in debate. The speech of Garfield put 
a new face upon the situation, and by ite clear- 
ness, vigor, and dignity will rank among the 
notable speeches of the session. Old-line lead-

for a party rallying-point, if it shall become ap- 
parent that the policy of reconciliation is a fail- 
ure.

struck him on the back of the head with som 
thing, which might have been a slungshot. 
Connelly, in the back of the store all the time.

Then Connelly started down the sidewalk. 
Sherry struck witness another blow, which hit 
a fence-post, and wituess then ran on to Smith’s 
market, where he discovered that he was becom- 
ing faint. Sherry came up, stuck bis head in the 
door, and sang out. Youare a lying —.“ 
Connelly busied himself hunting a knife, and 
Sherry picked up a chopper, brandished it be- 
fore Smith, and said that he would Kill any 
— — — tdat wouldn't let him have his 
way.“ Smith asked them to go out, and they 
said they would if witness would. The latter 
demurred, but both defendants said they want- 
ed him. Soon he saw the back-door open. 
Smith’s wife came in, saw what was going on, 
and screamed for the police. Witness watched 
his chance, ran out the back-door, and escaped. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Coffee, witness 
denied that he had called defendants a pair of 
loafers. He didn’t see Connelly take a knife, 
but did see Sherry get the cleaver. Connelly 
was reaching for the knife, and did not get it 
before witness went out. Diun't hear Connelly 
say to Sherry, For God's sake don’t bit that 
man with that cleaver’’; would have beard it if 
Connelly had said it, because he wasu't deaf. 
[Smiles.} Whe he left the place Sherry stil! 
had the cleaver in his hand. While Connelly 
was searching for the knife with his left 
hand, witness saw that one finger on that 
hand was gone. Connelly was looking at wit- 
ness all the time, but feeling on the block for 
the knife. Connelly spoke about shooting “ Any

ness was satisfied he had no pistol. When the 
butcher’s wife came in, witness didn’t care 
about staying around there any longer [laugh- 
ter], and went out.

Two of the most serious calamities pre- 
dicted by the goldites as the result of the 
remonetization of silver, via: a rise in the 
price of gold and a depreciation in the 
market value in Eutope of United States 
bonds, have so signally failed to come to 
pass as to embarrass the croakers. On the 
contrary, gold has fallen and Governments 
risen in price since the passage of the Silver 
bill by the Senate. The London Tunes of 
yesterday comments on the circumstance as 
follows : 


United States funde have surprieed many le 
by advancing, instead of faliing, on the news that 
the Silver bill has passed in a manner that will in- 
sure ite becoming a law in much its present shane. 
We have always said thatthe public was not selling 
the stock to any appreciable extent. and the weak- 
ness has now and then characterized the 
donde was due as much as anything to the pasei 
fears of dealers and to speculative selling, whick 
only made tue market harder. Hence, on the re- 
ceipt of better New York prices, and because the 
worst was now known, the market naturally rose 
by the mere efforts of those who had sold to buy 
back. Besides, it has been noticed that the limita- 
tion put o the quarttity of silver that may 
coined within a given time is itself tantamount to 
making silver subsidiary coinage, at all events for 
some considerable time, so that there is little alarm 
felt. and the holders stick to their bonds. The 
only thing that will lower the prices of these or 
any other high-class stock just now is dearer 
moncy. id 


The real and earnest friends of the Silver 
bill in the House will make themselves 


‘known by their course in connection with 


the.attempt to refer the bill to the Banking 
and ney Committee, and then to throw 
open the door to amendments without num- 
ber and without limit. As indicated 
in our Wasifngton dispatches, the greatest 
menace to thé,Silver bill comes from an 
element of inflation and repudiation dema- 
gogues in the Democratic ranks who are in 
fact opposed to the passage of the bill; at 
least, their attitude clearly denotes a design 
to so load down the measure with objection- 
able amendments as, having secured the 
certainty of a veto, will render a two-thirds 
vote utterly impossible in either the Senate 
or the House. Succeeding thus far in their 
programme, they expect to go before the 
country with the plea that the will of the 
people has been thwarted by a Republican 
President and a Republican Senate, and by 
such a representation to make political 
capital for the campaign of 1880. The 
honest, conscientious friends of remonetiza. 
tion are, on the other hand, impressed with 
the conviction that their only chance for 
success lies in the immediate passage of the 
bill as amended by the Senate, and by the 
support which their efforts to this end re- 
ceive in the House the country will know 
who are the sincere friends of the silver dol- 


lar, and, per contra, who are the partisan 
demagogues. 


’ THE STATUS OF THE SILVER BILL. 
It is not possible to foretell just how much 


damage may be done to the Silver bill by the 
delay that has been agreed upon by the 
caucus. It would manifestly be better to take 
up the bill at once, as the two-thirds major- 
ity in the House would secure its immediate 
passage. Of course, the bill is not all that the 
silver men have hoped for, but it recognizes 
the principle involved in the controversy ; 
the remonetization of the silver dollar will be 
achieved under its terms, and it will be 
basis for future legislation rendering it op- 
erative. If the bill, as it now stands, should 
become a law at once, its influence would 
probably give silver some additional value 
from the very outset; and it would then be- 
come evident that its effect will not be to 
send gold bounding up. These two 
things once demonstrated, many of 
those who now act with the gold 
clique because they have been deceived 
as to the probable influence of silver re-

It 
seems on all accounts, therefore, that it was 
a mistake to agree to any delay in the mat- 
ter, and this mistake should be corrected by 
taking as prompt action as can now be 


The reasons given out as those which the 
President is likely to communicate to Con- 
gress in justification of a veto will not com- 
mand the respect of the country. The first 
cited is, that it will be an injury to the 
public crecht; this is a matter of mere 
speculation, to which the probabilities are 
all opposed. The predictions of the English 
press, which may be held to fairly represent 
the foreign bondholding class, do not war- 
rant any such conclusion. It will certainly 
be feasible to sell bonds for silver, to be re- 
deemed in silver, at as low a rate of 
interest as can be secured for bonds 
for which gold payment is exacted. Then 
the public credit will not be injured. The 
President's second objection is that the re- 
monetization will be a breach of public 
faith ; but this has been so clearly exploded 
that even the gold clique has been obliged to 
admit ite fallacy. ‘The Public-Credit act of 
1869 pledged the public faith to pay in coin, 
which was then gold and silver, and all 
bonds issued since then are payable on their 
face, and by the law authorizing their issue, 
in coin of the standard of July 14, 1870, 
which included the silver dollar of 412} 
grains as well as the gold dollar of 25 8-10 
grains. The President's third objection— 
that silver remonctization interferes with 
vested rights and is a violation of contracts 
—is nullified by the prior fact that the de- 
monetization of silver did interfere with the 
vested rights of the people and was a viola- 
tion of the contract, while remonetization 
merely restores the situation and the contract 
as it existed originally. If the President 
shall veto the act, and his veto message shall 
contain no more than these suggestions, it 
will exert no influence upon public senti- 
ment, and it ought not to change a single 
vote in either House previously cast for the 
bill. 

It is obviously in the interest of silver re- 
monetization as a principle that the Senate 
bill be concurred in at once without further 
debate or attempts at amendment, and it is 
to be hoped that Mr. Srzruzns’ motion to- 
day to that effect, of which he gave notice 
yesterday, will prevail. There would be no 
doubt of this result if the members who 
compose the Silver Union” (which is a 
non-party caucus of a portion of the silver 
Congressmen) should not oppose it. But if 
Mr. Bucmwze persists to-day in demanding 
the reference to the Bucxnzr-Ewme Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, it is likely 
that the anti-silver Congressmen will vote 
with him and his followers, in order to secure 
delay and open up az opportunity for dissen- 
sion and dispute among the silver men.

CHICAGO AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

Certainly one of the greatest embarass- 
ments of the Municipal Government of Chi- 
cago has been the change of dates in the 
fiscal year of the city, and of the enforced 
collection of taxes by sale. Prior to 1872 
the fiscal year began on the ist of April in 
each year, and the sale of property for de- 
Unquent taxes took place in the March pre- 
vious, so that the revenue for each year was 
collected within the fiscal year in which the 
appropriations and tax were enacted. 

But the State, by State law, has changed 
this. The fiscal year now begins Jan. 1, 
and the enforced collection of taxes is 
postponed until September or October in 
the succeeding year,—ten months after the 
expiration of the year in which the money is 
appropriated and expended. A ‘‘ debt”—that 
is the interest on the funded debt due on the 
Ist of January, 1877—has no revenue collect- 
able for that purpose until October, 1878, 
at least twenty-two months after due. Under 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and of all other courts, the 
interest coupon ona public bond bears in- 
terest until paid, but our Supreme Court 
decides that the city cannot levy a tax to 
pay interest on over-due coupons. The 
supreme law of the land compels the pay- 
ment of interest on debt, and when, for any 
cause, the interest is not paid, interest ac- 
crues upon the over-due interest, and our 
Court forbids the levy of any tax to pay 
such interest accruing on over-due interest, 

The city is hemmed in, not by its own 
action, but by the action of the State Legis- 
lature. It is compelled to maintain a City 
Government, and it is required to levy taxes 
to pay the cost of that City Government. 
The State Legislature thereupon takes from 
the city the power to collect the taxes within 
the year for which they are levied, and for 
ten months thereafter, and the Supreme 
Court, as with malicious mockery, tells the 
city it must pay as it goes.” The law of 
the State prohibits the city having or collect- 
ing the money with which to pay its way. 
The difficulty is not one of the city’s crea- 
tion; it is provided by the law of the State. 
The Supreme Court treats as of no legal 
account that the city isan actual existence, 
charged with certain legal, political, and 
financial duties and obligatlons. The Con- 
stitution of 1870 found the city in existence, 
with a large public debt bearing interest. 
The obligation to pay that interest was not 
released. The city was charged at the same 
time with the duty of maintaining law and 
the preservation of property, the general 
government of the city, the construction and 
repair of streets, sewers, bridges, tunnels, 
the lighting of the streets, and the sanitary 
care of the community. These are duties 
enjoined by law on a Government existing 
before the Constitution of 1870, and enforced 
by that Constitution. The State, by law, 
has taken from the city the power to collect 
taxes for the support of the city within the 
year for which the taxes are levied, and the 
Court declares that the city shail not antici- 
pate the collection of that revenue by giving 
orders on the Treasury payable out of that 
revenue when collected, 

Had the Court been strictly constituted 
for the sole purpose of tying the hands of 
Chicago, and at the same time compelling 
the City Government to perform all its 
duties to the public and to the public cred- 
itors, there could have been no more in- 
genious device than was laid down in the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court. 

It may not be out of place to say that the 
city in the year 1876 was able, by the issue 
of short paper issued in anticipation of the 
revenue, to carry on the Government and 
pay all its employes and all of its expend- 
itures. It did this, and has long since taken 
up every one of the orders issued for that 


year. It has in like manner; from the back | 


taxes of 187874 and previous years, been 
able 


discharge outstanding revenue orders for 


to take up, cancel, and forever 


these years to an amount of $2,800,000, 
leaving something over $400,000 of those old 


penditure are kept separate and distinct, no 
one year’s business lapping into the other. 
The orders issued in 1877 will be retired as 
rapidly as the taxes are paid, and as soon as 
the revenue of 1877 is paid in there will not 
be a dollar of paper outstanding of that year. 
Each year’s business is closed completely, 
and no unsettled legacies are left to future 
years. If the decision of the Supreme Court 
is to be construed literally, all this was ille- 
gal, and the city authorities are liable to in- 
dictment and imprisonment for having ad- 
ministered its finances economically and 
within the revenues, and without creating 
any debt, liability, or responsibility for 
which the city is or can be. held liable or re- 
sponsible. * 

Is such an administration of the Govern- 
ment forbidden by the Constitution or pro- 
hibited? Will the Courts insist on physical 
impossibilities? Will the Court insist that 
the City Government in January, 1878, shall 
pay, as the Constitution requires, the inter- 
est on its funded debt, and shall pay daily 
and monthly im cash all its current expenses, 
and shall pay them as required by law out of 
the taxes levied for the year 1878, which 
taxes are levied by law in March, and which 
cannot by law be collected until October, 
1879? Will the Court insist on such an ex- 
tgeme physical impossibility? Or will the 
Court, seeing the strange inconsistency in 
which the whole subject is involved, grant a 
rehearing and modify its decision to recon. 
cile the existing laws to the clear require- 
ments of the Constitution in regard to Gov- 
ernments in full operation before the Con- 
stitution was adopted ? 


SARGENT’S “DEBASED DOLLAR.” 

Sarcent, of California, one of the light- 
weights of the Senate, whose sucoessor has 
already been elected, delivered a long, 
vapid harangue in the Senate last weck against 
the Silver bill. The burden of his bosh was 
that the ancient silver dollar, whose weight 
has never been changed, was a debased 
coin.” Over and over again he called it a 
„ debased coin,” and alleged that it would 
be disgraceful forthe Government and the 
people to pay their debts in so ‘‘ debased ” 
acoin. He rang every change on the ex- 
pression debased coin” which his feeble 
intellect could imagine, and the reason he 
said no more against the old silver dollar was 
because he was incapable of thinking of any- 
thing more to say. 

What is a “‘ debased coin”? It is one re- 
duced in purity from a higher to a lower 
state; to debase a coin is to remove a part 
of the precious metal and replace the loss 
with alloy. The more alloy a piece of 
money contains, the more it is debased. 
The silver dollar can only be debased by 
putting less silver in it than 371} grains, and 
replacing the abstracted portion with lead or 
composition metal. To debase the silver dollar 
must mean to adulterate it, to clip it and fill 
it with base metal. The counterfeiter de- 
bases” the coin by making a piece containing 
less than the mint standard of pure metal ; 
he mixes base substances with the silver and 
cheats the public by passing off on them an 
imitation coin possessing less than the lawful 
weight of silver, 4 

Does the Silver bill propose to coin a dol- 
lar of less weight than the old standard dol- 
lar? Certainly not. Does not the bill pro- 
vide for a dollar containing as much silver 
as the old Spanish milled dollar, or the 
American dollar of 1792? Certainly it does. 
Upon what authority, then, does this man 
Sancent get up in the United States Senate 
and stigmatize this full-weight dollar as a 
**debased coin”? What right has a man to 
thus abuse his Senatorial privilege, and in 
effect to call more than two-thirds of the 
Senators counterfeiters? He should have 
been promptly called to order, and rebuked 
by the presiding: officer. 

He well knew that he was uttering an untruth 
when he denounced the American dollar as 
„n debased coin”; he well knew that the 
bill called for a dollar of 412} grains troy 
of standard silver, as provided in the act of 
Jan. 18, 1837,“ and that such a dollar must 
contain 871} grains of pure silver; he well 
knew that the Spanish milled dollar, which 
had passed current in this country since 
1690, contained exactly that quantity of sil- 
ver; he well knew that the Mexican dollar, 
which had been a legal-tender in this country 
from the time of the independence of Mex- 
ico to 1858, had been a full legal-tender (but 
if he did not, he was inexcusable for his 
ignorance); he well knew that the ..merican 
silver dollar never contained more nor less 
than 8714 grains of pure silver, and the bill 
only proposed to renew the coinage of the 
old dollar. By what authority, then, did he 
call it a debased coin”? Properly speak- 
ing, the very word dollar meansa silvercoin of 
8714 grains pure metal. Any other sort of 
silver dollar is a rare and irregular coin; and 
when we speak of a gold dollar it merely 
means a piece of gold equivalent. in value to 
the amount of silver in adollar. The word 
dollar“ properly belongs to silver, and 
371} grains constitute a dollar in all the 
great silver-producing countries. That stand- 
ard of weight was established more than two 
centuries ago, and has never been changed 
in the silver-producing countries, 


NAPOLEON’S PROPHECIES. 

The rapid march of events during the past 
year in Eastern Europe recalls to mind the 
prophecy of NaPorxon that in fifty years 
Europe would be Cossack or Republican, and 
supplies some curious verification. The con- 
versation which he held with the Eaglish- 
man O’Mzara, ashe paced back and forth in 
his restricted quarters at St. Helena, have 
been preserved by the latter and recorded in 
book form. We cite a few of them, as 
showing how closely the great Emperor 
looked into futurity.

In the course of a few years Russia will have 
Constantinople, the greatest part of Turkey, end 
all Greece. ‘This I hold to de as certain as if it had 
already taken place, Almost all the cajoling and 
flattering which ALEXANDER practiced towards me 
was to gain my consent to et this object. I 
would not consent, seeing that the equilibrium of 
Europe would be destroyed. In the natural 
course of things, in a few years Turkey must 
fall to Russia., The greatest part of her 

pulation are Gréeks, who, you may say,’ are 

ussians. The Powers it would injure, and 
who could oppose it, are England, France, Pras- 
sia, and Austria. Now, as to Austria, it will be 
very easy for Russia to engage her assistance by 
giving her Servia and other provinces bordering on 
the Austrian duminions, reaching near Constan- 
tinople. The only hypothesis upon which Kugland 
and France will ever form an alliance with sincer- 
ity will be in order to prevent this. But even this 
Alliance would notavail. France, England. and 
anited cannot prevent it. Russia and Aus- 
tria can at any time effect it. Once mistress of 
Constantinople, Russia gets all the commerce of 
the Mediterranean.

How have Naprotzon’s predictions been 
verified? During the last half-century the 
monarchical idea in Europe has grown feebler 
and feebler, and the prerogatives of sov- 
ereigns have been cut down until they are 
little better than puppets to figure in 
pageants or automata through whose mouths 
the power behind the throne speaks. Great 
Britain, Italy, Austria, Belgium, Holland, 
Scandinavia, and even Germany, have free 
parliamentary Governments and are practic- 
ally Republican, and the great Emperor's 
own country has established Republicanism 
through one of the most bitter political 
contests ever known, in which the people 
fought both Church and State. Their ten- 
dencies are all Republican. The outcome 
of the present war will make those tenden- 
cies still more pronounced. There cannot 
be a political disturbance or struggle at arms 
in Western Europe which will not end in a 
new impulse given to Liberalism. The gen- 
eral drift of Europe is towards Republican. 
ism, and by every outbreak or revolution 
she gains a step forward in that direction. 

Napo.zow not only foresaw the growth of 
Republicanism, but his prophecies as to the 
rapid growth of the power and ambition of 
the vast hordes of the Scythians of the North 
are equally verified. They have reached the 
very gates of Constantinople, where no for- 
eign foe has ever stood before since the 
Turks captured it and made it the highest 
and most sacred symbol of political and re- 
ligious power they possess. All Turkey lies 
prostrate under the feet of the Groat Bear, 
conquered, shattered, all power of resistance 
broken, and no longer capable ef resuming 
her place as a Power in Europe. Russia has 
never signified any intention of annexing 
any part of European Turkey, but she will 
free it from Moslem rule, and put the 
Sclavic principalities under protectorates 
that cannot be freed from Russian 
influences. She has established herself as 
the champion of Roumania, Servia, Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, Montenegro, Bulgaria, and of 
every Greek and Sclave in Roumelia, if not 
of Greece also. Her aggrandizement of 
territory will not be in this direction, but in 
the direction of the least resistance, east 
and southeast, where she may the more 
easily prevail over weaker and less civilized 
nations and races. Asia is her vantage 
ground, and this Napouizow foresaw when he 
said: She quarrels with you, marches off 
to India an army of 70,000 good soldiers, 
which is nothiag, and 100,000 canaille, Cos- 
sacks and others, and England loses India.” 
She is already in possession of a portion of 
Armenia, which she is bound to hold as ter- 
ritorial compensation. While she has been 
putting forth such tremendous strength to 
crush Turkey, she has shown no signs of 
diminished activity in Asia. Already in 
possession of a large portion of Turkestan, 
she is pressing through Khiva well 
down to the Himalayas. On the er- 
treme northeast she is steadily advanc- 
ing, while China recedes. Her trade has 
already crossed- the Amoor into the Chinese 
provinces abutting on the Corea. She has 
built up a powerful naval station at Viadi- 
vostok, north of the Corea and immediately 
opposite Japan, and she has a fleet of eight- 
eon gunboats on the Lower Amoor, while 
two entire provinces of China, namely, 
Shantung and Chihli, are reported as ready 
to tranafer their allegiance and establish the 
Tungar River as a new boundary. The 
leaven is working in Asia which will yet 
absorb China into the Russian Empire, amd 
what then will become of India, with half 
of Asia in Russian hands?

WINDOM’S HALLUCINATION. 

In the New York Times special report of 
the night struggle and closing debate on the 
Silver bill in the Senate we find this : 

Senator Winpom, of Minnesota, made a good 
speech in favor of the silver dollar equal to gold, 
and indicated, without declaring positively, that 
he would vote for no other. He showed that his 
constituents would have to sell their wheat at the 
gold price fixed in Liverpool, but would be paid in 
silver. and the difference will go into the hands of 
speculators. 


The above extract from his remarks shows 


the sort of mental fog which environed him 


and prevented him from seeing the truth 
except as through a glass darkly. A more 
acute intellect would not have fallen into 
the ludicrous error of supposing that bis 
wheat-growing constituents would lose by 
being paid in silver. Admit; for the sake of 
illustration, the gold-bug boah about “‘a 
91-cent silver dollar,” and does he not see 
that it would work precisely as when the 
greenbacks were worth 90 cents in gold—say 
eighteen months ago? Greenbacks were 
legal-tenders equally with gold except for 
duties. Was not the Minnesota farmer paid 
$1.11 in greenbacks for every $1 in gold his 
wheat sold for? He received the gold value 
in greenbacks for his grain. Whatever the 
premium was, he got it. At present, when 
greenbacks are at a discount of but 2 per 
cent, he only gets 2 per cent more in paper 
than he would if paid in gold. 

Now, if silver shall remain after being re- 
monetized at 91 per cent of gold, as the Jat 
Goutp Tribune knaves and Journal idiots 
insist, then a bushel of Minnesota wheat 
worth $1 im gold will necessarily sell for 
$1.10 in silver or $1.10 in greenbacks, as 
the latter and silver will be exactly in equal 
value, provided the Resumption act is not 
repealed. And if it be repealed, the green- 
backs may fall below the value of silver, 
and in that case the farmer will take his 
pay exclusively in paper money. If silver 
shall tise to 95 in gold after being restored 
to the legal currency of the country (as 
many goldites are willing to admit), then for 
every gold dollar the wheat is worth the 
Minnesota farmer will receive 61. 054 in sil- 
ver. In what way, then, will this ‘differ. 
ence between the value of silver and gold go 
into the hands of the speculators”? How 
will they get it any more than they have been 
getting the difference between greenbacks 
and gold? Perhaps Senator WI non had 
the idea im his mind that silver, being a full 
legal-tender, would circulate on a par with 


gold, just as it does in France, notwithstand- 
ing the bullion value of silver might be 
less in London than gold. Well, if that 


should prove to be the case, how would it 


thing in the point the New York Times re- 
ports him to have made, we tender him the 
use of our columns to demonstrate it. 


The stability of gold is the constant theme 
of those who oppose the restoration of the 
silver dollar to its constitutional place in the 
currency of the country. The New York 
Times calls it the “invariable standard of 
value,” and all the newspapers and speakers 
on the same side repeat and re-echo the 
same idea, and speak with a tremolo of the 
depreciating and fluctuating character of 
silver. What is the evidence on the subject? 
Prof. Sraytzxy Jzvons, of Owens College. 
Manchester, for many years Director of the 
Australian Mint, and recognized as one of 
the great living experts on questions of 
coinage and currency, testifies as follows in 
a paper read to the London Siatistical 
Society in June, 1865: There is an 
abundance of evidence to prove that the 
value of gold has undergone extensive 
changes. Between 1789 and 180% it fell in 
the: ratio of 100 to 54, or by 46 per cent. 
From 1809 to 1849 it rose again in the ex- 
traordinary ratio of 100 to 245, or by 
145 per cent, renderigg Government an- 
nuities and all fixed payments 
over this period almost two and a half times 
as valuable as they were in 1809.“ A care- 
ful study of the fluctuations of prices, as 
shown in the Annual Reviewsof Trade of the 
London Economist, shows that fluctuations of 
10 to 25 per cent dccur in every credit 
cycle.” We have shown on the authority of 
Prof. Svzss, of Vienna, that the gold supply 
is likely in the future to decrease as rapidly 
as it increased after 1849, while the silver 
product is comparatively steady, and must 
remain so on account of the geological con- 
ditions under which it is found. The same 
persons who utter the atrocious misstate- 
ment that gold is steady in value propose to 
express all Government bonds, long leases, 
and current indebtedness in terms of a 
metal which varies in value 145 per cent in 
forty years, and which must, according to 
high scientific authorities like Suzss, en- 
tirely uninfluenced by the American mone- 
tary controversy, grow scarcer every year. 


The spasm of virtue which induced a 
couple of the Ring members of the County 
Board to consent to rescind the action giv- 
ing the meat contract to O Doxxx without 
inviting competition did not last long.

may not be prosecuted for malfeasance in 
office in failing to discharge this duty. We 
believe the Association may rely on County. 
Attorney WaLLAc's co-operation, if the law 
be as we understand it. 


People forget statistical facts very quickly, 
and what they retain of figures and quantities 
is apt to get mixed up with error. In regard to 
the sale of the bonds constituting the national 
debt, many people think they were mainly pur- 
chased with gold,—at least all that portion 
which found a market in England, Others are 
in the habit of declaring that the bonds realized 
the Government but 37 cents in coin value to 
the doilar’s worth of bond. It is true there 
were a few sold in 1864 as low as 87 per cent of 
coin, and the whole year’s sale of 1864 only real- 
ized 4644 per cent goid value, but that was the 
worst year of all. A statistical table has been 
prepared during the debate on the Silver bill 
and bond question showing just how much the 
Government obtained each year from the sale 
of its 5-20 and 10-40 bonds. All the bonds were 
sold for greenbacks at their nominal value, re- 
gardless of their gold value. Secretary CASA 
maintained that it was better to disguise the 
actual discount onthe bonds by receiving de- 
preciated enbacks at par than to sell them 
on a coin for their market price, and thus 
expose the frightful loss of credit caused by 
what was deemed by capitalists ‘‘a doubtful 
struggle,“ and yet every intelligent man knew 
from month to month what the depreciation 
actually was.

The 5per cents in this table consist of the 
10-40 bonds; nearly all the others were 5-20s. 
Several hundred millions of these bonds have 
been called in and paid off, and 700 millions of 
them have been converted into 5, 4. and 4 per 
cents. The amount of loss on the sale of those 
bonds originally exceeded 678 millions of dol- 
lars, but there was probably no help for it. It 
is a part of the legacy left us by the Slavehold- 
era’ Rebellion.

THE MAIL ROBBERY. 
ARREST OF THE SUSPECTED PRINCIPAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 19.—Yesterday morning 
Special Mail Agent Stewart, of Chicago, 
arrived in Omaha, where he was joined by 
Special Mail Agent Seybolt, of this city, and 
both left on the noon Union Pacific train for the 
West, intending to stop at Fremont, where 
they expected to capture the man who stole 
$5,000 in Canadian currency while in transit as 
a registered mail package over the Union Pacific 
last August, ite destination being Fort Benton. 
That money never turned up, nor any definite 
clew to the thief was obtained until the arrest 
of L. A. Harmon, of Fremont. Neb., in Chica- 
go, last Saturday, when he attempted to have 
the currency changed into United States money, 
the particulars of which arrest appeared in In 
Trisung of Monday. Since the disappearance 
of the money Special Mail Agents have been 
working at the case. 

AFTER CONSIDERABLE TRAVEL 
and investigation, it was ascertained to be a 
fact that the robbery was committed on the 
Union Pacific, between Omaha and Ogden. At 
that time the postal-clerks ran clear through 
from Omaha to Ogden, but, since then, this 
route bas been divided into four sections. 
Special-Agent John B. Furay, soon after the 
above-mentioned fact was learned, named a 
certain postal-clerk whom he suspected, and, as 
after events now prove, he was correct in his 
suspicions. This morning a dispatch was re- 


THE LARAMIE-GREEN RIVER ONE 
fellto Moore. It was one of the longest and 
most unpleasant of all the sub-sections. It is 
a stretch of 257 miles through the Bitter River 
country, making a trip of fifteen hours, the 
train which leaves Laramie at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon reaching Green River at 8 on the fol- 
lowing morning.

There are 
three or four clerks in the car, and it would 
take the co-operation of ail to enable the job to 
be done. In the case of this particular package, 
it was opened, the money taken out, and three 
or four Cincinnati papers shoved in in the place of 
it. It was at first thought that a dummy pack- 
age had been run in; but this was impracticable, 
because each package from hand to hand, 
is indorsed by the clerk who delivers it, anda 
receipt is also taken for, it. The cierk who re- 
ceives the package at Omaha receipts for it. 
When he delivers it to the next clerk at Kear- 


ney he receives a receipt for it, and also indorses¢ 


the package. It would have been impossible 
for Moore to have gotten up a package, on the 
wrapper of which he could have forged all these 
indorsements of the many clerks who had ban- 
died the bundle between New York and Lara- 
mie. So he simply cut it open and put in these 
papers, doing it so dexterously that it was not 
noticed by the clerk at Green River, who re- 
ceipted to Moore for it, or by the clerks who 
handled the package between Ogden and Fort 
Benton. Moore bad probably conceived the 
idea of stealing this money from the fact that 
similar packages had passed through his hands. 
The firm at Fort Benton to which this one was 
sent had had ten others of the same kind, which 
had under Moore’s observation. He 
probably was not aware of the fact that it was 
Canadian money until it was too late to make 
restitution. Had he known at the time what it 
was, it is doubtful whether he would bave laid 
hands on it.

JOHN MOORE. 
Moore formerly lived in Elkhorn, a precinct 
of this county, and was a politician in a small 
way. He obtained his appointment to the mail 
service in this way: In the fall of 1876 he came 
into Omaha as a delegate to the Republican 
County Convention.

A SAD TRAGEDY. 
THE OUTGROWTH OF TRUE LOVE.

not loaded down with meats, and can take big 
quantities yet, as the lower prices now ruling fur- 
nish an immense stimulus to increased consump- 
tion. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
firmer yesterday, and steadier than might have 
been expecte4, seeing that the British markets were 
weak on breadstuffs, and New York was dull. But 
our receipts of grain were small, and the weather 
seemed to be turning again to a phase of softening, 
which threatened small receipts in the future. It 
was also temembered that our decline was much 
more severe than that on the other side of the At- 
lantic, and a reaction was only natural, though the 
news of the morning certainly contained no addi- 
tional war arguments, and generally regarded as 
pacific in tone. The weekiy statement also showed 
no material increase in our stocks of grain, which 
are small for this part of the year, and can écarce- 

ly be expected to angment much during the next 
six or seven weeks, which is usually a season of 
stormy weather. 

Dry-goods jobbers were doing a fairly satisfac- 
tory businese—satisfactory because in excess of 
past seasons at 2 — period, and be- 
cause prices of all staple and seasonable goods are 
unequivocally firm. There was a liberal movement 
in staple and fancy groceries, and the general tone 
of the market was firm. No changes were visible 
in the market for batter and cheese. Both of 
those staple articles were firmly held when of de- 
sirable quality. Dried fruits met considerable at- 
tention, and, excepting raisins, —which were low- 
er,—previous quotations were well supported. 
The fish trade remains without much animation, 
and prices still lean in buyers’ favor. Oils were 
quoted as before, carbon being unsettled, linseed 
and turpentine firm, and other lines about steady. 
Leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and wood were 
reported quiet and unchanged. 

The lumber market was steady, under a moder- 
ate demand from the local and country trade. Snow 
has fallen in some parts of Southern Michigan in 
sufficient quantity to improve the condition of the 
roads and make fair sleighing.

SHOOTING A BURGLAR. 4 

Christian Reillinger, alias Riley, altas Chris H. 
Klein, a noted burglar and sneak-thief, is no 
more. He paid the penalty of his crimes, throngh 
the vigilance and bravery of an honest citizen, 
whose house he was attempting to enter at 3 
o'clock yesterday morning for the purpose of rob- 
bery. The scene of the affair was in the rear of 
No. 406 Marshfield avenue, The house is occu- 
pied by Mr. James Farson, his wife and daughter, 
and Mr. William McCaliam and his family. It is 
a two-story and basement house. and is one of a 
row of nineteen, north of Taylor street. Marsh- 
field avenue is in many places a street only in 
name. It is a fleld of mud for most of its length, 
but north of Taylor street this row of dwellings 
stand isolated and alone, and are nearly all occu- 
ied. Mr. Farson was a Captain of cavairy 
uring the War. He was formerly in the 
sash, door, and blind business, with a man named 
Brayton, and is 54 years of age. He details the 
story of the kill ina very graphic way. His 
room, where he sleeps and kceps a sort of an of- 
fice, is just off the kitchen, t is a very small 
apartment, and in a corner next to the window is a 
table for — 1 1 and a copying press, and op- 
posite stands bed, which reaches across the 
room. Mr. Farson sleeps alone down-stairs, while 
the other people of the house slept above. Mr. 
Farson always keeps the top of his window down 
about three inches, and it is fastened on either 
side by two spring catches. About 3 o'clock he 
was suddenly awakened by some one trying to 
open the basement window, which is on a level 
with the ground, and a very short man could easily 
reach above the upper sash. While Mr. Farson 
was in the army he learned how to shoot with a 
navy revolver, and he also took pride enough in his 
trusty weapon to take it home and preserve 
it. He kept it under his pillow as a watch-dog, 
and for three years he had not fired a shot out of 
and presumed that it was loaded all right, and that 
every Chamber was full. In this he was mistaken, 
but not seriously enough to foil him in defending 
his house from entrance by midnight marauders. 
After being so suddenly awakened, Mr. Farson 
raised himself on his elbow partially. and there. 
by the reflection of the light of the moon, he saw 
the shadow of an ugiy-visaged fellow peering in 
his window. His hands clutched the upper sash, 
and he was doing bis best to push it down, While 
he was doing that, Mr. Farson cocked his revolver 
under his pillow and drew it out. Eviaently the 
burglar heard the slight click, or thought he 
did, and he immediately dropped upon his bell 
and listened a moment or so, and then resumed 
work for an instant. He then seemed to stop and 
hesitate, and, crouching down on his hands and 
knees, went to the w hed, about eighteen feet 
in the rear of the house, and there struck a match 
or two and found a hatchet, evidently intending to 
grap le with anybody who attempted to oppose 

im in his design. hile the robber was away, 
Mr. Farson quietly got up and went out into t 
kitchen, where he watched the doings of the thief 
through a window, without being seen at all. He 
capped his weapon again and cocked it. Shortiy 
after Reillinger came back. He went again for the 
same window. Click went the hammer, bout no 
cartridge exploded. The burglar agam dropped, 
but Mr. Farson cocked his weapon again, and, as 
the burglar got up, fired. This time

There was no failure this time. The work was 
done. Mr. Farson had stood near the door, and 
fired diagonaliy through the glass. The bullet had 
crashed through Reillinger's brain, entering over 
the left ear, killing him instantiy, As soon as he 
fell, Capt. Farson went into the yard, and saw his 
victim drawing his last breath. Just alongside of 
him was lying the hatchet above-mertioned, as if 
Age dropped - his hand when he fell.

FIRST ATTEMPT TO GRAB THE LAKE FRONT. 

The recent decision on the legality of the Valen- 
tine scrip calls to mind the earlier and equally le- 
gitimate attempt to get a slice of Chicago's Lake 
Front mede by Jean Baptiste Beaubien in 1836, 
and as the memory of some of the younger resi- 
dents here may be a little hazy on the subject, a 
short history of bis claim is given. The land 
claimed was the southwest fractional quarter of 
Sec. 10, 39, 14, containing about seventy-five 
acres, and it embraced the military post of Fort 
Dearborn. This post was established in 1804, 
and occupied by the United States troops 
until August, 16832, when the garrison was 
massacred and the place taken. It was 
reoccupied in 1816, when some factory houses 


were built for the use of the Indian Department, 
evacuated in and again occupied oy troops in 
1828. It was n evacuated in 1831, and reoc- 
cupied m 1832, permanently. Between 1823 and 
1 and 1831 and 1832, though no troops were 
here, the post was in the possession of the United 
States by an Indian Agent. In 1817 Beaubien 
bought of one John Dean for the sum of $1, 000, 
anarmy contractor at the post, a house built by 
the latter, to which was attached an inclosure used 
asa garden and eld. Beaubien took possession, 
and kept it continuously until 1836. n 1823 the 
factory houses on the land at the post 
were sold dy order of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and subsequently, by 
intermediate transfers, bought by Beaubien 
for $500, and he took and held possession of the 
same, together with part of the quarter-section, 
until 18356, without hindrance or objection. The 
land was surveyed by the Government in 1821. 
Between 1832 and 1834 the United States built a 
lighthouse on part of the quarter-section, and kept 
at least twenty acres constantly cultivated for the 
use of the garrison. In 1824the whole of frac- 
tional Sec. 10 was expressly reserved from sale for 
military purposes, and set apart by the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office at Washington, acting 
under the instructions of the Secretary of War. In 
May, 1831, Beaubien made a claim for pre-emption 
of the land in question at the Land-Office 
in Palestine, but the claim was rejected. 
In AS he made another claim 
at the Danville Land-Office with like 
discouraging results. A land office was soon after 
established, and Beaubien made a third attempt. 
This time he was more successful, and a certificave 
of purchase under the preemption laws given him, 
he paying $04. 61 for the southwest fractional quar- 
ter of Sec. 10. Soon after Beaubien sold to one 
John Jackson, who brought suit in ejectment 

inst De la Fayette Wilcox, the officer in charge 
of the post. He was defeated, appealed to the Sa- 
preme Court of Illinois where he was successful. 
and the United States then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, where Bean- 
biens claim was finally defeated. The 
Supreme Court held that the Register 
of the Land-Office here, knowing that the land in 
question had been in 1824 reserved from sale, 
could not give any title to it in 1636 at a sale made 
then by accident; that the reservation of 1824 was 
amply sufficient; and that, though Beaubien re- 
ceived a certificate, it would not hold in a court 
against the better title of the Government. It was 
avery neat attempt to get possession of the most 
valuable partof Chicago for $04.61, but it met 
with the same fate that, it is to be honed, the See- 
retary of the Interior will mete out to the claimants 
under the Valentine land-scrip.

He 
says Officer Hunt rushed ap-stairs, caught the man 
by the breast-collar of the coat with his left hand, 
while with his rignt he held on to the banister, 
The officer then drew his hand towards him, and 
the man went off his feet and down the stairs, but 
whether it was from the weight of McCormick's 
body or from the effects of Hunt's pull he could 
not presume to say. If the latter is the case, then 
certainly the officer was 12 of the man’s death ; 
but the officer says he did not pull the man, but he 

umped and fell back from the banister, on which 

was lying, and went down face downwards. 

Osborne, who was McCormick's companion, does 
not seom to know just how;tne man went down, 
but says there were so many running around that 
be was confused. A reporter met William Ryan 
last evening and asked what conversation Osborne 
had had with him, to which he replied, ** Osborne 
came into my place on the morning after the fuss 
and said, ‘Wil! you trast me for a drink, as I 
was on a spree last night and my wife took all the 
money from my net? I am the peudler down 
the street, and will soon have the cash to pay for 
it.’ He was trusted, and then said, ‘I was on a 
spree last night with Joe Lewis and Tom McCor- 
mick. We had been raffling turkeys at Haskins’ 
saloon and went out and went to Garrity's saloon 
and had some bot stuff; we then went to the chemist's 
(meaning Dow's drug-store), and Tom and I 
into a fleht. I don't know but what! have kil 
him.’ This was said in a b ng style, and no 
attention was paidtoit. Tom Hunt then came in, 
and said, ‘Osborne, you were Sas drunk as a fid- 
dler last nicht. Osborne said, *Wasel’ Well. 
that is good; I may want you to for me,’ 
and then he said some one came out of the room 
and struck Tom. Osborne, in speaking to Me-

Her hus- 
band is a tall, slight, and sufficiently common- 
place young man, born April 1, 1851. He will 
succeed his father in the Dukedom of Saxe- 
Meiningen and a formidable list of titles. The 
Duchy has a population of 194,404, a debt of 
$2,632,080, and a reyenue of $950,000, the 
Duke's civil list being $95,000a year. Though 
the Prince-[mperial cannot dower his daughter 
very liberally, yet Meiningen is growing, and 
likely to grow in importance and wealth, and 
the coming Duke, with a coming Emperor for 
father-in-law, will be comfortably situated.
